I wasn't 
away very long but as I came up 
the back steps I heard « slow, 
mournful voice coming from the 
kitchen. “Mercy”, I thought, “what 
a voice! Why in the world should 
& sponsor put a man like that on 
the air... and what is he saying 
anyway?” 


And then suddenly realization 
came. It was a religious broadcast. 


I shut it off in a hurry. Now please 


don’t misunderstand me. I have 
nothing against religious broad- 
casts—they certainly should be om 
the air, and I quite often like to 
listen to them. But why, oh why, 
do so many ministers feel that a 
religious broadcast should be given 
in tones so mournful as to create 
the impression that the fate of man 
is eternal damnation rather than 
Divine salvation. That sort of mor- 
bidness is surely on a par with 
what I imagine were the fire and 
brimstone sermons of, a generation 
ago. 


To my way of thinking the Gos- 
pel of Christ is a joyous thing and 
so why cannot religious commenta- 
tors pitch their voices in bright 
cheerful tones thus conveying the 
impression that what they have to 
tay is really worth listening to. 
Dear knows our ordinary everyday 
earthly news is depressing enough 
but we do feel a little more cheer- 
ful if we can listen to a forceful 
voice, vibrant with enthusiasm, re- 
minding us that a better world 
awaits us in the hereafter where... 
“,..ofily the Master shall praise us, 

and only the Master shall blame; 
And no one shall work for money, 

and no one shall work for fame, 
But cach for the joy of working .. 


“The joy of working” . . I won- 


der how many people know what . 


that is? People work from so many 
different. motives—to get rich; to 
attain distinction and publicity; to 
make a decent living or merely just 
to keep body and soul alive. There 
wouldn't be such a hue and cry fora 
forty-hour week, would there, if the 
majority of us were content to work 
for the joy of working? And there 
wouldn't be as much need for so- 
talled recreation if we took real 
pleasure from the satisfaction of a 
Job well dote. 


Referring again to the forty-hour 
week. This I suppose is meant-to 
be a main line defence against un- 
employment on the theory that it 
will absorb the slack among em- 
ployable persons and thus prevent 
a depression. But will it? A woman 
was telling me the other day that 
her son was looking for a part time 
Job because he was through work- 
ing by 3 p.m.; had too much time on 
his hands and not enough money. 
It is easy to see what that means. 
Doesn't it appear fairly obvious 
that the willing worker will never 
be satisfied “with a six-hour day 


‘and so there will be men and wo- 


men taking on two jobs a day in 


vorder to keep themselves occupied 


and to earn enough to live on. 
Figure two jobs to one person by 
the thousands and pretty soon the 
misfits and the persons not too 
fond of work would be back on 
relief. 


But I bet that will never apply 
to farmers or farm workers. Right 
now the ratio is about one man to 
four jobs. At least that is what I 
thought the other day when | spent 
mearly two hours trying to find 
&® man to go to a threshing for us. 
Bob being already away Partner 
had to go himself. 


Well, I have just said “good-bye” 
a hundred times—but I didn’t say 
i with flowers—I said it with chick- 
ens. A whole pen full of them and 
I was never more thankful to speed 
@ parting guest, or rather guests.

How The Spider 
Builds A Bridge 


C. D. K., of Oakland, - 
the Christian Seience 


writes to 
Monitor: 


“I have often wondered how the 
large brown spider anchors his 
main supporting strands which hold 
the central web in position. The 
spider's accomplishment in this re- 
gard is the more remarkable be- 
cause of the apparent fnaccessibility 
of some of these anchorages. I have 
seen such a web suspended between 
two homes whose outer walls were 
fifteen feet agert.” 


This matter is touched upon by 
John Henry Comstock in “The 
Spider Book.” Between accessible 
points, the foundation strands of 
the web consist of draglines. A 
dragline is a strand consisting of 
two or more comparatively large 
threads which are emitted from the 
spinning tubes as the spider crawls 
from point to point. 

In bridging gaps between trees, 
shrubs or houses, the spider climbs 
to a high point on the support lo- 
cated on the windward side of the 
gap and, lifting its spinnerets, emits 
a thread which the air currents 
carry off as fast as itis spun. 


_When this line touches a point on 


the objective it sticks fast. .The 
spider then pulls the line tight and 
fastens the other end to the spot 
from which the air-borne line was 
sent out. 

This frail preliminary bridge is 

supplemented and strengthened by 
passing back and forth over it add- 
ing a dragline to it each trip. 
» Mr. Comstock further points out: 
“Tf it is desired ‘to spin-a_ sec- 
ond bridge below the one already 
made, the spider has only to fasten 
a line to a point below one end of 
the first bridge and then walking 
up the supporting object, and across 
the bridge, and down the other 
support to the right potnt spinning 
a dragline‘as it goes; this is then 
pulled tight and fastened; and a 
second bridge is formed; between 
these bridges the orb (web) can be 
built.” 
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Berlin’s Horses 
To Take Rest Cure

Newest 
Agricultural 
Industry 


CHATHAM, Ont. — Ontario's 
agricultural industry, the produc- 
tion of white hybrid cofn for break- 
fast cereal, is scheduled to get into 
full stride in this area next month 
when upwards of 1800 farmers be- 
gin harvesting a 750,000 bushel crop 
valued at more than $1,000,000, 


To handle the crop, workmen are 
rushing to completion here one of 
the largest corm driers in the coun- 
try. Built by the Kellogg Company 
wta_cost of $50,000, it will husk 
4,000 Diels of corn a day and 
prepare it for uSt%s the manufzc- 
ture of corn flakes by cutting in 
half the normal moisture content 
of between 25 and 30 percent. The 
reduction will be accomplished by 
subjecting the corn to a continu- 
ous draught of hot air, heated by oil, 
and forced through the 150° long 
structure by large fans. A second 
building going up alongside the 


drier will shell the dried corn as it . 


moves into storage bins. 


White hybrid corn is a very re- 
cent development and the crop 
raised in this area is the first ever 
grown on a commercial scale in 
‘Canada. Its production has been 
sponsored by Kellogg’s which has 
been importing white corn from 
»South Africa and the United States 
since Canadian farmers ceased 
growing the open pollinated varie- 
ties several years ago. To-free it- 
self from dependence on these im- 
ports and develop a source of supply 
close to its London factory, the 
company contracted last spring to 
buy from Ontario farmers a mini- 
mum of one million bushels of 
white hybrid corn ansually. 


Following the announcement of 
the contract, one of the largest in 
the history of Ontario's corn belt, 
1875 farmers, using seed provided 
by the company, planted upwards 
of 20,000 acres in Blenheim, Merlin, 
Tilbury, Forest and neighbouring 
districts. Virtually the entire crop 
‘has been grown within a 50-mile 
radius of the London plant which, 
Will use it, during 1947.

The Alaska Highway — hewn 
through a wilderness known only 
to trappers and. sourdough pros- 
pectors—was one of the war's 
greatest construction jobs, says the 
New York Times. By agreement 


with Canada the road was pushed 
throug! by the United States Army 
in the perilous months after Pearl 
Harbor to aid Alaskan defense. 
The work involved building a 
roadbed across 
1,600 miles of sub-Arctic terrain— 
muskeg swamps, glacial gorges and 
mountain ranges where tempera- 
tures of 90 below zero are known. 
The route Jay from railhead in 
Canada’s Peace River country to 
Fairbanks near the Arctic Circle. 
All through the war the road, 
which cost $138,000,000, was es- 
sentially a military proect. 


Open All Winter 


Last week the Alaska Highway 
was open to tourists. The Dominion 
of Canada, which had taken back 
the Canadian portion last April, 
was preparing to operate it as a 
gateway to the scenic’ northwest, 
A gravel surface has been laid over 
the entire length of the route, some 
portions have been widened to 
thirty-six feet, and grades have 
been levelled to a maximum of 4 
per cent. Royal Canadian Engin- 
eers are prepared to keep it open 
all winter, with eighteen mainten- 
ance camps at intervals of ninety 
miles. New gas stations are being 
built and tourist camps and hotels 
for fishermen and big game hunters 
are springing up in the hitherto 
silent fastnesses of the Yukon. The 
step added a big link to the con- 
tinental -highway system which will 


soon extend from Arctic Bering 


Strait to tropical Panama.

Prefabricated ies 
Built In 591% Minutes 


A world’s record for house build- 
ing was claimed by a London firm, 
Prefabricated Constructions, Ltd. 

The concern erected in 5912 min- 
utes an aluminum “prefab” com 
prising two bedrooms, ‘parlor, bath 
room, and kitchen: The structure 
measures 29 feet, 11 inches by 22 
feet, 6% inches.

Diesy Potatoes 


. Our Good Friend The Potato . . 
The people who love potatoes, 
who could eat ‘them three times 
a day and often do so, are not 
much. interested in the way they 
are prepared, they like them any- 


_ way. But there are: others who 


do not have such a love for this 
lowly vegetable and get tired of 
boiled, baked, mashed, scalloped 
and even fried potatoes. The home 
economists of the Consumer Sec- 
tion of the Dominion Department 
of Agriculture offer tested recipes 
which will find favcur with all 
groups of potato consumers. 
Potatoes, French Peasant Style 
2% cups cold cooked potatoes, cut 
in l-inch cubes 
%4 cup bacon fat 
1% cloves garlic 
1% tablespoons chives or onions, 
chopped 
1% tablespoons chopped celery 
leaves 
1% tablespoons flour 
1% cups milk or % cup stock and 
% cup milk 
% teaspoon salt 
% teaspoon pepper 


Saute potatoes in bacon fat until 
brown on all sides. Remove pota- 
toes and keep hot on back of stove 
or in warming oven. Crush garlic 
with the blade of a knife and fry 
in fat with chives or onions, parsley 
and celery leaves. Add flour and 
gradually blend in milk. Add salt 
and pepper and cook over low heat 
until the sauce is thick ... about 4 
to 6 minutes, stirring constantly. 
Add potatoes and reheat. A little 
minced ham may be sprinkled over 
top of potatoes. Six servings. 


Potatoes in Green Peppers 
3 large green peppers 
2 tablespoons fat 
@ tablespoons flour 
1 cup milk 
Y% teas salt 
Dash pepper 
1 cup grated cheese 
3 cups diced cooked potatoes 


Wash péppers, cut in half length- 
wise and remove seeds. Parboil, 
uncovered, in salted water until ten- 
der but not soft. Drain. Melt fat, 
add flour and blend well. Add milk 
stirring constantly until’ mixture 
thickens. Add. salt, pepper and 
cheese. Stir until cheese is melted. 
Add potatoes and heat over low 
heat until hot.

Q. How can I remove a glass 


stopper from a bottle without 
breaking it, when every method 
seems unavailing? 

A. Pour alittle — glycerine 


around the neck of the stopper, 
and let it stand until it lifts out 
easily. This may require’a_ half- 
hour or sometimes a day or two. 

Q. How can I relieve the pinch 
of new shoes? 


A. Wring a cloth from hot 
water and lay it across the tight 
spot while the shoe is on the foot, 


changing as it cools. This will 
make the leather shape to the 
foot. 

Q. How can I remove var- 
nish stains from goods? 

A. Rub the spot with  tur- 


pentine or benzine, then wash the 
goods thoroughly. 


Q. How can I leave 
plants for several days, so 
they will not dry up? 

A. Place a number of bricks 
in a tub, set the flower pots on 
the bricks, and pour in water to 
cover the bricks. The plants will 
draw sufficient moisture. 


Q. How can I (give 
goods a better flavor? 


A. Always open canned fruits 
and vegetables a few hours be- 
fore using, if possible, and the fla- 
vor will be far better than when 
used immediately after opening.

School Lunches 

Many mothers wonder how they 
can possibly prepare a lunch box 
that will satisfy the hearty appe- 
tites of their school going child- 
ren, After trying, and they admit 
not always successfully, to fill 
them up all summer, they worry 
because they are not able to put 
in the hinch box the same quantity 
of food that the children consume 
when at a home meal. The point 
to remember when preparing car- 
ried lunches, is that quality must 
replace quantity, which in other 
words means that the small 
amount of food in the lunch box 
must give that well satisfied feel- 
ing. 

Certain schools have cooking or 
at least warming up facilities, this 
eliminates the problem of keeping 
something hot for lunch. Thermos 
bottles now easily available can be 
used when these facilities do not 
exist. In these, soups, macaroni or 
spaghetti, baked beans, chowders, 
stews, hash, etc. are easily kept 
hot and ready to eat. If the child: 
knows that the stay-athomes will 
have the same lunch it makes ‘hint 
feel more satisfied with his lot.

good either at home or at school.

An early Monday morning fire. 
which completely destroyed the re- 
sidence of Mr. Ephriam Ray, on the 
corner of Nelson and Prince Albert 
Streets, took the lives of seven of a 
family, Mrs. Ray, 30 years, and her 6 
childrem Douglas, 11: Doreen, 9; Al- 
lan, 7; Ella, 5; Dianne, 2, and Emer- 
son, 10 months. 

The fire was first discovered about 
6.30 a.m. and the bodies burned be. 
yond recognition were recovered 
about 8.45 by a searching party head- 
ed by Provincial Constable Jack 
Hatch, astisted by Clarence Farrow, 
L. Mulrooney, Ralnh Smith, Perev 
Gunn, and Frank Baumhour, brother 
of Mrs. Ray. 

The cause of the fire is not known, 
but is believed to have started from 
an overheated stove. Mr. Rav. who 
is employed by the Reliance Fluor- 
|spar Mining Syndicate, as a truck 
driver, had got up at 5.30 a.m. and 
started a fire and left the drafts on. 
He then went to the barn to do the 
morning chores. While there the 
family dog, “Scotty”, attracted afr 
Ray’s attention with his barking. 

When he followed the dog out of 
the barn, Mr. Ray noticed cloud«. of 
smoke billowing out of the chimneys 
and rushed to the front door of his 
home. He was driven back by the 
flames and smoke when he opened 
the door. Helpless to do anything, 
Mr. Ray rushed across the road to 
the home of Robert Bristol to raise

efforts to reduce the blaze were futile. 

It was first stated that no inquest 
would be held but on Tuesday, Crown 
Attorney, Col. B. C. Donnan, ordered 
Dr. 8. R. Beatty, Coroner, to hold an 
inquest, which will be held os Thurs- 
day. : 

Inspector Francis Gardiner, of 
Belleville, attached to the Fire 
Marshal's Department, investigated 
the circumstances leading to the fire. 

Tuesday afternoon citizens of the 
Village and district paid a final tri- 
bute to the victims of the disaster 
when Trinity United Church was fill- 
ed to overflowing as Rev. A. Poulter 
conducted funeral services. As. a 
mark of respect to those who died 
in Madoc’s greatest calamity places of 
business were closed as were the 
Public and High Schools. 

In the solemn hush of the edifice, 
broken only by the heartrending sobs 
of the bereaved father and husband, 
Ephriam Ray, the minister paid elo- 
quent tribute to a loyal mother and to 
her family. 

Two steel caskets, banked high 
with floral tributes of white chrayar 
themumas, contained the bodies of the 
fire victims, One held the remains 
of the mother and her 10-month.old 
baby. The other contained the bodies 
of the other five children. 

Buddies of dead 13-year-old Doug- 
las Ray, members of the Madoc 
Troop Boy Scouts in full regalia, 
formed a guard of honor outside the 
church and at the graveside. The en- 
tire staff and pupils of Madoc Public 
School, paraded in a body to. the 


‘church where they occupied special 


seata. 

Head ‘bowed and leaning heavily 
on the arm of a relative, the grief- 
stricken father entered the church 
followed by a large number of mourn- 
ers. HE maintained his composure un- 
til the brief ministerial eulogy then 
broke down. His heart wrenching sobs 
were heard over the minister's voice. 
Several women, tears streaming down 
their faces, left the church. Men sob- 
bed, School children cried unashamed- 
ly.

RAY FAMILY DIED _ 
AN ACCIDENTAL DEATH 


In a low clear voice, his face lined 
with grief, Ephriam Ray, 36-year-old 
father and husband of the late Velma 


Ray and her six children who died 


in their blazing home here last Mon- 
day, told a coroner's jury Thursday 
that he did not use coal oil to light 
the fires in his house, nor had he 
ever used it.

As indicated above, the current 
shortage is not just a Canadian 
problem. Nor can it be solved en- 
tirely in Caflada, nor on a world 
basis for perhaps some years to 
come. As steps toward its solution 
however. it would appear that Can 
ada would be well advised to place 
the greatest possible emphasis on 
the production of crops which yield 
vegetables oils and also, as_ the 
United States is now doing, to in- 
vestigate the possibility of increased 
lard-hog production.

Machine clips top 
from beet, digs it from ground and 
tumbles it upward into’ hopper; 
eliminating expensive hand work. 


Sapet for Sugar Hoenery 

U.S. farmers will provide a sugar- 
hungry nation with the sweet 
tons of beet 
sugar this year. 

For housewives, haunting sugar 
lines, this represents almost one- 
fourth of all they will be able to 
buy. U.S. consumed 6.7 million 
tons of sugar before the war. Ex- 
perts believe consumption would be 
eight million tons today if there 
were sufficient sugar to meet the 
demand. 

With mechanical tmprovements 
in harvesting and processing and 
with subsidies, agriculturists claim 
Sugar beets are becoming more 
profitable as a farm crop than 
either corn or vegetables. 

The beet sugar. industry has 
fought a long hard fight to reach 
its present development. The in-

dustry got its start more than. 100 
years ago but the low cost of im- 
ported sugar and  back-breaking 
hand labor necessary to plant, har- 
vest and process the beet held it 
back. 

Today machinery tops, digs and 
loads 60 to 80 tons of beets a day 
at a cost of only $2 per ton. Pre- 
viously the cost of labor for top- 
ping alone ran $1.41 to $1.56 a 
ton. Sugar is bringing $15 a ton, 
including a $6.50 per ton subsidy. 

Western states. still are the big 
producers.clthough midwest farm- 
ers are putting more and more 
acreage into beets each yea:. The 
Northwestern railroad, major” 
hauler of the beets, has established 
its own “department of agricul- 
ture” to assist farmers in increas- 
ing their beet crops. Howard J. 
Gramlich, general agriculture agent 
of the road, believes that eventually 
America will produce all of the 
sugar it consumes. 


With modern scientific planting, 
two and a half ounces of seed 
gtows beets enough for 100 pounds 
of sugar, the amount consumed by 
the average American each year. 


Even in such populous areas as 
Cook County, IIL, which includes 
Chicago, truck gardeners found 
room to plant 2,750 acres of beets 
which yielded an average of 3,600 


pounds of refined sugar. per acre, 
a total of just under 10 million 
pounds. . 


Lack of sufficient manpower to 


cultivate beets in the early grow- * 


ing stage limited this year’s crop 
to slightly below pre-war figures 
but nature stepped in with a dry 
spell a tthe right moment and in- 
creased the extractable sugar con- 
tent of the beets from one to two 
per cent. 


Processing sugar from the beets 
has been stepped up to a near 
line-production system. With rocks 
and other foreign matter washed 
clear, slicing machines cut the beets 
fite,narrow strips and the sugar- 
Jaden juice@ere removed by a pro- 
cess of osmosis. The juiceless 
residue is shipped to a separate 
plant where it is dehydrated and 
sacked for cattle fodder. 

The juice is piped into huge 
tanks where it is treated and then 
filtered several times before being 
evaporated. The sticky mixture 
that remains is about 65 per cent 
solid; this is piped into storage 
tanks where the sugar crystalizes. 
Next it is fed into a huge centri- 
fugal machine which separates the 
molasses from the pure sugar crys- 
tals. Finally the crystals. are dried 
by blasts of hot air, sacked and 
phipped to your grocer.

The declaration of Mr. Stalin 
that he did not believe in a real 
danger of a new war, has been ac- 
companied by two Russian actions 
which tend to cast entirely new 
light upon it. 


Two Actions 

The first action is the Resslen 
note to Turkey, which not merely 
reiterates the Russian demand for 

a “joint defense” of the Dardanelles, 
which means Russian control, bet — 
also warns Turkey that Turkish 
acceptance of help in the organiza- 
tion ofthe military defense of the 
Straits from any non-Black Sea 
Power “would, of course, be directly 
contradictory to the interests of the 
Black Sea states.” 

The second action is Russia’s de- 
claration in the United Nations 
Economic and Social Council, not 
only rejecting all efforts to estab- 
lish free nayigation on the Danube, 
the main attery of Central Eurepe, 
but also-insisting on exclusive con+ 
trol by the Danube countries as an 
item in Russigs military dispo- 


sitions 
Diplomatic Offensive 

These actions are a very blunt 
notice of Russia’s determination to 
make Turkey and Danubia parts of 
her sphere of influence and a warn- 
ing to all others to get out and 
stay aut of them. They denote an 
intensified Russian diplomatic of- 
fensive, which would abrogate by 
another unilateral Russian action 
both the principle of international 
control, long established for both 
the Dardanelles and the Danube, 
and the principle of Big Three 


consultation throughout liberated

would produce a permanent shift 
in the balance of power throughout 
the world, which would ‘make 
Russia master of Europe and the 
Middle East and drive both Ameri- 
can and British interests from both.
